Ir  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  a  vast  deal  of  gratitude  is  due  to  the 
men  who,  through  their  understanding  of  the  fine  arts,  have  enlarged 
the  domain  of  the  beautiful  and  in  respect  to  the  early  furniture  and  house- 
hold utensils  of  the  northeastern  United  States  they  virtually  saved  the 
larger  part  of  these  products  of  a  fine  simplicity  of  taste  from  the  waste-heap. 

Of  these  men,  the  director  general  for  the  State  ot  Maine  is  Mr.  Samuel 
Serota  of  Portland,  who  is  again  offering  in  New  York  one  of  his  painstaking 
collections  of  recent  years  at  free  public  sale.  The  interest  for  the  writer 
of  the  present  catalogue  lay  in  three  things:  in  the  unusual  variety  and 
number  of  the  Windsor  chairs,  in  the  presence  of  several  original  major  pieces 
of  the  Age  of  Mahogany,  and  in  Mr.  Serota's  discovery,  in  its  untouched 
condition,  of  maple,  pine  and  black  paint  of  a  beautiful  gate-leg  table 
(No.  398)  of  the  late  seventeenth  century — one  of  the  most  craftworthy 
pieces  that  has  come  down  to  us  from  this  early  period. 

The  assortment  of  Windsor  chairs  includes  the  arrow-head,  bow-back, 
braced,  comb-back,  fan-shaped  types  in  all  manner  of  minor  variations;  addi- 
tional early  chairs  are  the  slat-  and  graceful  banister-back  pieces  of  the  period 
1 700-1 750,  and  a  remarkable  James  II  maple  chair  (No.  393),  one  of  the 
earliest  known,  and  with  a  mellow  chocolate-brown  patina. 

The  larger  eighteenth  century  walnut  and  maple  pieces  of  the  assemblage 
comprise  tables,  scrutoirs  and  bureaux,  four  or  five  flat  and  bonnet-top  high- 
boys, including  an  unusual  walnut  example  with  companion  lowboy  (Nos. 
422  and  423),  a  chest-on-chest,  an  interestingly  proportioned  chest-on-stand 
and  a  second  walnut  lowboy  of  the  time  of  Queen  Anne  (No.  406)  in  re- 
markable preservation. 

Under  the  heading  of  major  pieces  in  mahogany  there  are,  in  addition 
to  a  suite  of  Duncan  Phyfe  chairs,  card  tables  and  writing  desks:  a  New 
England  Sheraton  sideboard  (No.  412)  inlaid  in  satinwood,  of  the  most 
delightful  proportions;  an  upright  tambour  secretary  (No.  414)  ;  bow-  and 
serpentine-front  chests  of  drawers,  and  a  Sheraton  mahogany  sofa  with  slender 
fluted  legs  and  a  nice  elegance  of  curves. 

Over  seventy  hooked  rugs,  many  of  them  nearly  a  century  old,  are 
offered,  including  one  of  the  largest  the  writer  has  seen ;  sprinkled  with  a 
great  many  scarlet,  purple  and  yellow  roses,  tiles,  brick  houses,  ships,  fruit 
and  animals  of  the  greatest  naivete. 

Sandwich  glass,  Staffordshire  lustre  ware,  pewter  and  brass,  quilts, 
mirrors,  marine  paintings  and  a  few  finely  carved  ship  models  are  also  to  be 
had,  from  the  seaports  of  Maine  and  elsewhere.
